BILL INTRODUCED INTO GEORGIA 
LEGISLATURE. 


THE PRESENT LAW IS CRUDE 


New Measure Is a Response to Warn- 
ings From Press and Pulpit on 
Existing Abuses. 


ATLANTA, Ga... Nov. 16.—The shortest 
bill_of the Georgia legislative session, one 
of the most unimstakable in meaning and 
one which has arouséd great interest is that 
introduced by Rrepresentative Thomas of 
Pierce County, which, if it becomé a law, 
will absolutely wipe out ail divorce laws off 
Georgia statute books. The bill in full Is ag 
follows: 

“Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, that from and after 
the pagsing of this act, there shall be no 
more divorce cases in Georgia for any 
cause. 

“Be it further enacted that all laws and 


parts of laws in conflict herewith be and 
the same are hereby repealed.’’ 

Mr. Tho.nas made no explanation what- 
ever of his bill. Under the rules governing 
the legislature, debate will be in order in 
the house when the bill comes up for a 
third reading, when there will undoubtedly 
be a lively discussion over its merits. It 
has now been referred to the general judi- 
clary committee. The opinion prevalent 
among members of the house is that the 
committee will return an unfavorable re- 
ort. 

. A stir was created when the bill was read 
and in the buzz of personal conversation 
which fololwed it could be easily seen that 
the majority of the representatives did not 
take kindly to its provisions. To friends at 
the time, however, the author of the Dill 
expressed his firm conviction (that it should 
pass. He believes that trivial causes are 
too often accepted in divorce courts, and 
that these latter institutions are in need of 
a check-rein. 

The Georgia divorce law is a strange 
mixture of elasticity and puritanism. Di- 
vorce is granted on almost any = valid 
ground, although a total separation can be 
effected only by the concurrent verdict of 
two juries, sitting at different sessiong 

There are many evidences that the pop- 
ularity of divorce is,growing in this state, 
and there are many cases where the 1°- 
spondent does not appear, letting the suit 
go by default. From both press and puipit 
throughout the state, there has been warn- 
ing that the custom was growing too 
promiscuous, but so widely scattered are 
the authorities on the last analysis of ‘‘di- 
vorce or no divorce,’ that the chances of 
such a bill safely passing, or even re- 
ceiving the executive signature are slim.

“I forbid the marriage,’’ Pgwliski shouted 
just as the clergyman had begun reading 
the service. ‘“‘That woman is my wife."’ 

Immediately after the recognition the 
bride fainted and a doctor had to be sum- 
moned to revive her. Meanwhile the guests, 
believing that Powliski was drunk, beat 
and threw him [nto the street. 

When the young woman had been re- 
stored to consciousness she was married 
to Michael Franko.

Though Rathbun bungled badly, his plot 
embraces’ some unique .-features. What is 
more strikingly Poe-like than Rathbun’s 
cool and calculating search through the 
streets and poorer quarters of Louisville for 
a live man that he might turn into a corpse 
to carry out’ his plot? 


For two days this cool villain searched 
Louisville for a victim. Naturally, had he 
been sitirewd, he would have preferred ‘a 
man resembling himself.

Carmen then summoned Mrs. Howlett, 
Mrs. Carter’s mother, who refused to ad- 
mit anyone to the house. 

Mrs. Carter left two children, Carmen 
and a boy, who is tn an institution. Their 
father was a jockey. 

She was a widow and had taken fhe name 
of Carter, a race track judge, whose wife 
she had been previous to her marriage with 
McGovern. 

Neighbors say she often suffered pains 
in her stomach after excessive indulgence 
in drinking and that she had been in the 
habit of resorting to chloroform for re- 
lief at such times and had used so much 
of it that she had no fear of its power for 
evil. Her death was probably due to this 
fact, they say. 

Until two weeks ago she had lived at 
4372 Finney avenue, where she had taken 
chloroform to relieve her pain and Dr. 
Powell was called to treat her. 

Friday night Dr. Powell says he was 
called to her flat and found her suffering 
from the effects of the drug, which. how- 
ever, Mrs. Carter denied owns used. He 
left a prescription for her, which she did 
not take, but, instead, sent Barbara Hart- 
man for more chloroform. 

She requested Dr. Powell, he says, to 
give her an injection of morphine Friday 
night, which he refused to do on account 
of her condition.

Tarheels Glad Because He Has Come 
to Carry Away Hundreds of 
the Colored Population. 


RALEIGH, N. C., Nov. 16—‘‘Peg Les” 
Williams, the promoter of the first negro 
exodus from North Carolina and who in 1859 
had some narrow escapes from lynching, 
is back here, but this time -his mission 
mukes him no enemies. In 1890, he said, he 
had taken 30,000 negroes out of North Caro- 
lina in two years. Of course, the most of 
these were in families and hence a large 
proportion were children, Negro preachers 
and other “‘strikers’’ were paid for their in- 
fluence and efforts to promote the move 
ment, one negro asserting that he made $500 
out of the business. The people who em- 
ployed negro labor, particularly on the 
iarms, were up in arms against ‘‘Peg Leg’ 
and the exodus, They poured petitions into 
the legislature. They sent deputations here 
to urge the legislature to enact laws wnhica 
would prevent negroes from being taken 
out of the state. The legislature, urged to 
make haste, enacted a law that no emgra- 
tion agent couiu do business unless he paid 
$1000 license tax In each county. Williams, 
who had narivwly missed death severai 
times, was thus run out of business and 
lost no time in leaving the state. The high 
license law remained in effect until 18y9, 
when the legislature repealed it, the pubiic 
sentiment then having completely changed 
—a great many of the white people desiring 
the negroes to get out of the state. Wil- 
liams says he now wants 600 negroes for 
Tennessee, Kansas and other states. He 
Geclares the most of the great number he 
took away have prospered ard that a num- 
ber own homes. He expects to get country 
negroes mainly, as town negroes are too 
smart to go.

Lord Roseberry has caused a profound po- 
lilical sensation by intimating that the 
‘present momentous national crisis’’ de- 
mands his return to the arena.

Anyway, no one knows the present attitude 
of his mind on the war. Some believe he is 
Dlaving for the formation of a _ coalition 
ministry. but Sir Henry Campbell- ‘eannek 
man. who &still leads five-sixths of the Lib- 
eral raicy. pointedly says no change of men 
NOt involving a change of principles on the 
war would be of any use. 

Lord Salisbury, it is known, would be 
glad to get out, but there are in the gov- 
ernment so many of his Kinsmen, connec- 
tions and personal hangers-on, whose hold 
on office will cease with nim, that family 
affection tiles him to his post. So the coun- 
try drifts helplessly along, with a govern- 
ment in which not even its own members 
contain confidence. but yet for which there 
is no practicable alternative. 

King Edward was in London this week, 
hut the public never sees him now. He al- 
ways drives in a closed carriage. the rail- 
way platforms are always cleared when he 
is traveling. and while he was shooting for 
two days at Windsor Park a great cordon 
of police was drawn around, so that no 
stray wayfarer might cast his eyes upon 
his majesty. 


Three Reasons for 
His Seclusion. 


There are three explanations for the 
grand-llama-like seclusion now affected 
by the King. 

One is his failing health, which is said to 
have begun to tell on his appearance. 

The second is a fear of anarchists. 

The third is that he was told by the 
Kaiser when he acceded to the throne, that 
the ruler who is most rarely seen by his 
subjects, is the one who is the most re- 
spected by them. 

King Edward has not visited Marlborough 
Club since his accession. As that institu- 
tion lived, breathed and had its being in 
occasional elbow-rubbing with their heir 
apparent, its greatness is declining. 

The new prince of Wales is no club man 
and has an especial aversion to the Mar!- 
borough because his father filled it with 
all his nonveaux riches acquaint ances. 

J. Pierpont Morgan’s ‘‘Lost Duchess" is 
drawing a constant stream of visitors to 
the Agnew gallery, where it is on view for 
the artists’ benevolent fund. The edges of 
the canvas having been cut the figure now 
looks somewhat too ‘large for its frame.

“Duchess” fresh delightful prettiness. 
Judged from an artistic standpoint. its pat- 
ent genuiness and wonderful technical mer- 
its have silenced criticism. 

Twenty-three pictures by English elght- 
enth century masters are on view at the 
Agnew’'s place and their aggregate value is 
said to be nearly $1,250,000.

Pathetic Story of Archibald Stewart 
Who Is Ending His Days in an 
Illinois Poor House. 


"414-416 NV. B WAY. 


BATAVIA, IIL, Nov. 16.—Broken in health 
and purse, almost friendless and refiecting 
in silence and sadness upon his former 
prosperous life, Archibald Stewart sees the 
end of his life drawing near at the Kane 
County Poorhouse. He is here as the re- 
sult of a pledge made to his dying wife. 
It was @ promise to hér not to rest until 
he had spent his last dollar to clear the 
name of his son of the charge of murder. 
The young man was convicted and im- 

risoned in the Joliet Penitentiary, where 

e died and from which his body was taken 
and lovingly buried by his father, who, like 
his mother, believed him guiltless. It was 
the cost of this burial that deprived Mr. 
Stewart of the last of a comfortable compe- 
tency. And all @f it—the son’s disgrace, 
the mother’s grief and now the father's 
poverty and hope essness—are the result of 
he eagerness of one man to maintain a 
reputation as a detective. 

he history of the case is one that ‘has 
won the sympathy of county authorities 
and is one of the most pathetic incidents of 
the Fox valley, the scene of the story. 


History of the 
Remarkable Crime. 
Twenty-three years ago Archibald Stew- 
art owned a 240-acre farm three miles 


north of Algonquin. ‘Of the Stewart house- 
hold there were father, mother, sister and 
brother. The son, John Stewart. fell in 
with and became the companion of a farm- 
hand named Frost. 

One morning in the late fall of 1878 the 
people of the country discovered a fire in a 
straw stack on the farm of Sumner Gates, 
which adjoined the Stewart farm. On close 
examination the parts of a human body 
were found pemenerce ashes. The legs and 
arms were burned off, nothing of the fea- 

being left by which identification 

ad. There was a flattened bullet 

in the skull. In turning over the trunk of 

the remains, however, it was discovered 

that a small tch of the vest remained 

intact and under this was found the stub 
of a bank chec 

Living in Crystal Lake, near the scene of 
the discovery, was a blacksmith named 
Lafayette Benthuysen, who had achieved 
some local reputation as a detective. Ben- 
thuysen took the stub and began to ferret 
out the perpetrator of the evident case of 
murder. 

The blacksmith soon discovered that the 
bank -checkbook had been issued by an 
Elgin bank and the officers ot the insti- 
tution revealed the fact that it had been 
isstied to John Froat.

Stranger Has Moved North Into Range 
of American Telescopes. 

(CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 16.—Prof. Si- 
mon Newcomb of Washington and Miss 
Anna Winlock of Harvard University have 
computel the elliptical elements of a new 
astervid discovered in a photograph of the 
heavens, taken at Arequipa, Peru, Aug. 14, 
1901. 

The photographic plate showed the aste- 
roid as having a declination of minus 60 de- 
grees, or occupying such a position that it 
had hitherto been unrecorded by astrono- 
mers. 

The preliminary circular orbit of the as- 


teroid, computed by Miss Winlock, showed 
its daily motion around the sun to exceed 
2200 seconds, thus marking it as being 
nearer the sun than any asteroid previous- 
ly studied. It has also been found to have 
a greater ellipticity than any other known 
similar body. 

When discovered the asteroid was almost 
at its nearest point to the sun, or about 
150,000,000 miles distant from that body.

THE CRIME WAS AN OLD ONE 


CHANDLER HAD BEEN MISSING 
FOR THREE WEEKS. 


In a Search by Friends His Body Was 
Finally Discovered in a Gully, Un- 
der a Pile of 
Bushes. 


HEF LIN, Ala., Nov. 16.—J. R. Chandler, a 
school teacher at Oak Level in this, Cle- 
burne County, but whose home is at Lime 
Branch, Ga., was slain here some twenty 
days ago, but the crime was not known un- 
til today, when the body was discovered in 
a ravine near this place. 

Back in the mountains, two miles from 
where Chandler taught school lived Mollie 
McCormack. Wright Knighton, a man 
living nearby, visited her frequently, and on 
a recent visit found Chandler there. A 
difficulty ensued. Knighton warned Chand- 
ler not to repeat his visit or he would for- 
feit his life. 

Three weeks ago Chandler drew his sal- 
ary as school teacher and had $56 in cush 
and about $120 in checks. He started across 
the mountains on foot to Piedmont, his 
route running near the McCormack wom- 
an's house. When near that home he was 
struck on the head with some heavy in- 
strument, crushing his skull just over the 
eyes. He was dragged about 1580 yards 
from the path he was traveling, thrown 
into a gully and covered with dirt and 
stones, his head oeing first cut off and hid. 
His pockets were rified of .their contents. 
A small cheap, watch and the school house 
key were left in his vest pocket. 

Chandler's continued absence gave his 
friends so much anxiety that they com- 
municated with his brother at Lime Branch 
and found that he had not been there. A 
searching party of about 40 citizens was 
made up. ollowing such information as 
they could get they began a search and 
found the dead man, his body being badly 
decomposed.

THEY ESCAPE WITH DIFFICULTY 
AND PREFER CHARGES. 


In Debt to Owner of Turpentine Still 
They Allege Brutal Treatment— 
Grandjury Has 
Acted.

PENSACOLA, Fla., Nov. 16.—The federal 
grandjury for this district of Florida has 
just brought in joint indictment § against 
three wealthy turpentine camp owners, 
charging them with peonage. 

This crime is so rare that few have prob- 
ably ever heard of it, and yet it is a very 


serious one, with a heavy penalty attached.

To eke out a miserabie exist- 
ence seems to be their only ambition, and 
as they arrive at the camps absolutely 
without food or anything save the ragged 
clothes on their backs, it ss the custom for 
operators to advance a @mall amount of 
money and working outfit with the under- 
standing that the property is to be returned 
when services are no longer given, and that 
the men must stay until they have given 
a pfoportionate amount of labor for money 
advanced. 

It is declared that cases are frequent 
where the workmen are never paid more 
than $1 a month for labor and in some of 
the stills this wage is no longer regarded 
as out of the ordinary. The ignorance of 
the laborers is taken advantage of. 

In June last there passed through Wash- 
ington County a haif-educated negro named 
Walker. He engaged himself to one of the 
pensne operators. He had his wife and 
child with him and soon tiring of the rough 
work, he bundled his wife and child in a 
wagon and started away. 

When he had gone a few miles he was 
overtaken by Douglas and Thomas and 
forced to turn back. Later Walker and 
his wife were arrested, they were ducked 
in a pond, at the same time being told 
they were to be murdered. The complain- 
ant was afterwards beaten and otherwise 
brutally treated, he says, and he and his 
wife were subjected to such treatment that 
when they were told that they were to be 
murdered, they fully believed they would.

@reated hundreds of thousands of dollar’ in 
money in his time, it is not known that he 
possesses a dollar.today, and wheiu he 
appeared in the court room to face his 
accusers his air was abject and his ap- 
pearance denoted that he had grappled 
with poverty.

SAVED FROM A LION 


HEROISM OF A MOTHER IN 
CALIFORNIA. 


SHE RESCUED HER LITTLE ONE 


Mrs. Farrier Caught Up Her Baby Just 
as a Mountain Lion Was About 
to Spring on It. 


REDDING, Pa., Nov. 14—from Trinity 
County comes the story of a woman's hero- 
ic rescue of her child from death between 
a mountain lion’s clawa. The brave moth- 
er exhibited a nerve and selfcontrol such 


as few men. might display. In Hay’Fork 
Valley, 20 miles south of Weaverville, a 
man named Farmer and his wife and little 
child recently took up their residence, The 
place is remote, but no fear was enter- 
tained of wild animals. On Thursday Mrs. 
Farmer allowed the 56-year-old child to play 
about the barn, a hundred yards from the 
house in the edge of the trees. She stepped 
to the rear door to look after the baby and 
received a terrific shock. 

Near the barn she saw her baby gazing 
steadfastly into the eyes of an immense 
mountain lon, stretched upon the ground 


who was in the road just out of sight, and 
quickly resolved upon the child’s rescue her- 
self. She started slowly toward the lion, 
fluttering her apron slightly to attract its 
attention from the baby. In this way she 
moved by hardly perceptible steps to within 
twelve feet of the panther, which crouched 
low and moved only its jaws and tail. 
Quickly she lifted up the child, which had 
never moved its eyes from the panther until 
it sank unconscious in her arms. The moth- 
er retréated backward and sank exhausted 
on the door step just as her husband ap- 
peared at the door. Farmer snatched a gun

Jashington in January, and proceeded to 
St. Petersburg to obtain official sanction 
for the enterprise. 
Russian Government : 

Gave Much Aid 

The latter part of February, with ample 
commendations from the Russian govern- 
ment to the governors general of the dis- 
tricts of Eastern Siberia, I left St. Peters- 
burg, accompanied by an interpreter, an 
American resident of Russia by the name 
of W. 8. Smith. AteMoscow we took the 
Transsiberian railroad to Irkutsk, on 
Lake Baikal, the largest city in Eastern 
S.beria. 

Thus far on the journey we had, of 
course, all the luxuries that modern modes 
of travel have made possible, and al- 
though I had read much at different times 
concerning this Siberian rallway, it was a 
revelation. Twice a week the “train de 
luxe’’ leaves Moscow for irkuts 
the most completely fitted up and comfort- 
able train I ever traveled on. The car is 
constructed on the side rridor plan, and 
though staterooms herve four berths, there 
are ways of obtaining the use ot a whole 
stateroom without the formality of paying 
for ail four berths. 

The road being wide gauge, the apart- 
ments are, of course, more cOmmodious than 
on the European narrow gauge roads. The 
train is lighted by electricity, and each 
apartment has a portable lamp, besides the 
usual fixed lights, so that one can Iie in 
bed and read. Each apartment has also 
arrangements for ventilation and heating 
independent of the others. 

In the middle of the car is a space about 
the size of three staterooms, devoted to the 
general use of all the passengers for a 
lounging room, fitted with sofas, divan 
chairs and tables, and is far mvre com- 
fortable than the best smoking or obser- 
vation car on our best limited trains, for 
in these Russian cars one can lie down at 
full length during the day without having 
the berth made up. 

There is a well appointed dining car at- 
tached, where meals are served at all hours 
up to midnight, and, Indeed, the Russians 
on the train seemedito spend most of their 
time during the day and night in eating or 
drinking tea. In one end o1, the dining car, 
separuled from the dining room by the 
kitchen, is a well fitted up bathroom, with 
hot and cold water obtainable at all times, 
and a small gymnasium for exercising. The 
barber has not found his way to this train 
as ‘yet, the Russians having a fondness for 
beards, 

Unfortunately, as this great road was 
built In a hurry, the rails are very light und 
the roadbed is not well ballasted with rock, 
so that, as a result, the great drawback to 
the road is the slow speed. The distance 
from Moscow to Irkutsk is very nearly the 
same as from New York to San Francisco, 
yet it requires eight days for the trip. 


From Rail 
to Sledge. 
At Irkutsk we left the railroadé and had 
to take to the more primitive modes of 


travel, for our route lay next up the Lena 
river some two thousand miles as far as 
the town of Yakutsk. We had been ex- 
pected at Irkuts«, and the chief of police 
met us at the train with the instructions 
of the governor general to see that no deity 
was caused us, and throu his efforts we 
ore able to t away a@ very short 
time. 4 
Our fur clothing, arms and provisions 
were quickly purchased, and in order that 
we might travel night as well as day we 
bought our own traveling sledge, or pav- 
oska, as it is called. The provisions and 
cooking gear were kept in a box strap 
on the back of the siedge. his, t 
with a couple of mattresses and a hea 
sheepskin blanket, completed our outfit, all 
our ordinary clothing being, of course, left 
nd.

in, pulled the shee in blanket over us, 
and, -the horses aving been bro t 
around from the post station, the 
flourished his whip and off we started. 
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Fortunately, the next station was not 
more than three miles away, and as we 
were unable to right the voska we cut 
loose one horse and sent the boy for help. 
Our clothing had gotten wet out in the 
siush and froze as soon as we got out of 
the mess, so we had to run up and down 
the road to keep warm until help came. 

In about a half an hour the boy reap- 
peared, bringing the station keeper and 
several. men on horseback, and we soon 
got our rig straightened out and drove to 
the station, where we had to spend the 
rest of the night drying out. After that 
we were a little more rticular about our 
drivers, though we did not get one other 

s man,” who took us through a 
stretch of woods to cut off a bend in the 
river, and, I think, — us up against 
eve tree along the road, so that he about 
finished our rig, and we had to get another 
at Vitim, which jis a little more than half 
way to Yakutsk. 

After we had got used to the bumping of 
our carriage we managed to sleep when it 
was time, for we took turn about, so that 
there would always be one of us awake. 
We had a couple of more upsets before 
reaching Yakutsk, but no wet ones, and we 
reached that place in 15 days after leaving 
Irkutsk. 

Our route now lay on the eastward to the 
Okhotsk sea, which took us across the 
country and over a range of mountains, and 
as we hai to travel with horses, reindeer 
and dogs at different parts of the road, we 
obtained smaller pavoskas, which would 
hold only one man each. We were delayed 
here several days, for there was not a 
single sled t& be had in the place, and we 
had to have them made. 

We got away by April 6, however, and 
started for Okhotsk with two small cov- 
ered sleds for myself and interpreter, and 
two extra sleds, one for our provisions and 
outfit, and the other for a Cossack, whom 
the governor kindly sent along with us to 
act as interproter among the Yakuts, 
through whose country we had to Ss. 

The Yakuts are great catile raisers, and 
this part of Siberia being very cold they 
have to keep the cattle housed during the 
winter. As the cattle pen and the “resi- 
dence”’ are all one building of logs and 
mud, with hardly any ventilation, and with 
a door opening from the pen into the “res- 
idence,”’ an odor accumulates that is dis- 
tinctive, and that I am quite sure I could 
recognize anywhere. However, they are 
very hospitable people, and do all they can 
to make travélers comfortable, and if their 
house with its odor, is g°od enough for 
the host it certainly ought to g 
enough for the visitors. Besides, it is 
wonderful how easy it is to get accustomed 
to most things. 

About three days’ travel from Yakutsk 
we came to the end of the horse post and 
changed to reindeer, two reindeer replacing 
each horse. I was much surprised at the 
small size of these reindeer, for we were 
now approaching the country where the 
big animals were sup to be found. 
They were plucky little animals, though, 
and so long as the road was in fair condi- 
tion they took us along at a better pace 
than the short-legged, heavy-bellied Yakut 
horses we had found on this route. 

After traveling with the deer for one day 
a snowstorm set in which was destined to 
ast five days, and before we got to Ok- 
_ we were glad to make a few miles 
a day.

‘Mr. Bostock: took her ‘to his home.”’ con- 
tinned Mr. Creemer. “‘He educated heér: 
gave her horses and carriages and every-

“Yes,"" interrupted Eugene M. Bartlett, 
attorney for oWeckner, ‘he has taken as 
much care of her as he has of his ele- 
phants.

It Is Sweeping Over the 
Philippine Islands. 


4LL CLASSES ARE INFECTED 


WHY THE CONDITIONS ARE AS 
THEY NOW ARE. 


Formerly There Were Few Marriages, 
but With the Advent of Amer- 
ican Rule a Great Change 
Has Been Wrougat.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 16.—There 
is an epidemic of marrying and giving in 
marriage in the Philippines. A tidal wave 
of matrimony [{$ sweeping over those far 
off islands of the sea.

From Aparri, the northernmost city of 
Luzon, away down through dozens of isi-

vells. The smoke of battle has given p.ace 
io the odor of orange blossoms and other 
heavy-scented flowers of a tropical kind, 
in every parish the village priests, as weil 
as the army chaplains, the missionaries 
sent out to the isiands by the Varivus re- 
ugious bodies in the United Siates, and the 
1. M. CC. A. workers of the army are vusy 
night and day linking couples for better 
or worse, 

Such a scrambling, and rush, and scam- 
per was never witnessed in the worid be- 
fore. The busy county clerk and the ia- 
vorite marrying parson of St. Joe, Micn., 
never had haif such a call for their ser- 
vices on the brightest, pusiest Sunday they 
ever knew as have half the men in the 
Philippines in whom is vested the author- 
ity to marry. 

The epidemic is not confided to one class. 
The nuptial microbe seems to have spread 
in every village and town and hamlet and 
through every island. American army ofii- 
cers, American soldiers, American school 
teacners, Tegalogs, Viscayans, Macabebes, 
Chinese, Span.ards, mestizos of every breed 
and shade, natives of all sorts and condi- 
licns and belonging to all the 5 tribes of 
the Fhilippines, carpet baggers, explorers 
adventurers, tourists, mule packers an 
everybody else in the Philippines not al- 
ready incumbered with marital vows are 
engaged in this scramble to be wed. The 
trouble is sweeping over the islands like 
a prairie fire and there seems-to be no 
end in sight. 

Why This Wave 
of Matrimony. 

The reasons for the epidemic are many 
and various. ‘The army officers and sol- 
diers are lopesome and yearn for a wo-

man’s love and sympathy. The advent of 
the women school teachers that the gov- 


ernment sent out to teach the sullen, un- 
taught brother was greeted by the nome- 
bachelors with positive joy. The 
teachers came and saw and were marricu. 
Among the natives, Chinese and mestizos 
there Was another reason. Under the Spane- 
ish rule marriages were aimost ai Impos- 
sibility among the natives, because the 
friars charged prices for performing the 


ceremony which were well night prohibi- | 


tive, running ail the way [from ov Lo dow, 

It is a sad and melancnaoly fact that be- 
cause mariiages cost so much the natives 
were prone to dispense with the benefit of 
clergy, and worry along without marriage 
cerlulicates entwined with cooing duves and 
earts und arrows over the family hearth. 
pu with American rule came ,n cut rates 
nd assorted styles in weddings for the na 
tives to select from. Civil marriages, 
which were impossible under Spanish rule, 
became popular for a few dollars, 
Obliging army chaplains have been will- 
ing to perform a marriage in order to help 
the progress of civiiization in the Philip- 
pines, and also to offer entertainment to the 
officers and soldiers of the garrison. Mis- 
sionaries shocked beyond words at the con- 
dition of things ae they existed under the 
Spanish went out amung the natives, point- 
ed to them the sinfulness of thelr ways 
and performed marriages right and left 
without money and without price. 

The Filipinos are aping everything Amer- 
ican, and they find that it is quite the com- 
mon practice in America to become married 
in due and legal form without trying to 
evade the ceremony they readily took up 
the idea of marrying and giving in mar- 
riage as one step which would make them 
more like the Americans. 

Under the Spaniards the marriages be- 
tween natives were arranged by the pa- 
rents of the respective familles. Women 
often married men when they were only 
ll years of age. The marriage negotiations 
were begun by the parents of the young 
man a those of the maiden and ap- 
yroaching the subject delivately in orator- 
cal styles. The responses were in like 
manner deeply shrouded in mystery, and 
the veil was only thrown off negotiations 
when it became evident that both parties 
agreed. 


Had to Serve 
for a Wife. 

If the young man had no dowry to offer, 
as was most frequently the case, it was 
generally stipulated that he could serve on 
probation for an indefinite period in the 
house of his bride, just as Jacob served 
Laban to make Rachel his wife. Many 
drudged for years with this hope before 
them. When the young men discovered 


that this was not the custom among the 
Americans they zealously put forth the fact 
to their future parents-in-law, and so won 
their brides without binding themselves to 
work for them. 

When a wedding among natives was de- 
termined upon the betrothed went to the 
priest, not necessarily together, kissed his 
hand and informed him of their intentions. 
The friar named his fee, which was on a 
sliding scale, and adjusted according to 
what the zealous father thought he could 
get. The bans were verbally published aft- 
er the benediction following the conclusion 
of the mass. The ceremony almost in- 
variably took place after the first mass, 
between 5 and 6 in the morning. In the 
evening prior to the marenge the couple 
had, of course, to confess and obtain abso- 
lution from the priest. Mass having been 
said, those who were spiritually prepared 
presented themselves for communion and 
the sacrifice of the eucharist. | 

Then an acolyte placed over the shoulders 
of the bridal pair a thick mantle or pall. 
The priest recited a shot formula of about 
five minutes’ duration, put his interroga- 
tions, received the muttered responses, and 
all was over. The bridal party as they 
left the church were tendered a bow! of 
corn. The bridegroom sed a handful of 
the contents to the bride, who accepted it 
and returned it to the bowl. his act was 
symbolical of the brideg-o0m's giving to the 
bride his worldly possessions.

RED-HOT STREET THE LINE 


Galena and Empire City, Rivals 24 
Years Ago, Are Now Trying to 
Consolidate, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JOPLIN, Mo., Nov. 16.—Galena and Em- 
pire City, two abutting Kansas towns just 
over the state line west of Joplin, have a 
joint committee working out a plan of con- 
solidation, with prospects that it will suc- 
ceed. One of the principal objects of ocon- 
solidation is to secure free mail delivery 
and another to lessen the expense of city 
government. 

The probable consolidation of these towns 
awakens reminiscences of the early days of 
the two mining camps, with their postof- 
fices on either side of a small stream 
known as Short creek. Lead ore was struck 


there in 1877. A large influx of pionecrs 
and frontiersmen followed and rival town- 
sites were laid off. Empire City got the 
start and annexed a large piece of territo- 
ry on the south gide of Short creek, which, 
as Galena grew, virtually became a part 
and parcel of Galena, yet was and Is today 
under the jurisdiction of Empire City, the 
eeet of goverrmert of which is a half 
mile away, while the Galena postoffice is 
Vinny &@ lew bani KS Usslaut. A smajorily or 
the popuiation of Kmpire City receaves mai 
at the Galena toffice and live on the 
south eide of the creek, while a straggling 
minority reside on the elevated slopes lying 
north of the creek. 

Rivalry was so intense in early days that 
the people of Empire City erected a stock- 
ade to prevent Galenaites from getting to 
the mines, then all within the extensive 
limits of Empire City, and the principal 
thoroughfare was known as Red Hot street. 
It became so true to the name that all le- 
gitimate business withdrew and left the 
utreet to saloons, mblers and dance halls.

URBINO, Italy, Nov. 16.—The accidental 
capture of Giuseppe Musolino at Urbino 
this week has terminated for a time at 
least the career of the most celebrated of 
latter-day tlalian brigands. 

In this land of romance the successful 
brigand is still a popular hero, and no 
sooner has Musolino fallen into the hands 
of the law than he has become an object 
of almost universa! solicitude. 

To the sentimental nature of women his 
Career seems to appeal with especial! 
force. Presents for him of every kind, 
fume from women of wealth and taste, 
others from the poorest peasants, have 
been sent to the jail where he is im- 
prisoned. Letters come by the hundred 
and the captive bandit may well regard 
himself as a very ilil-used man, if the 
esteem in which he is held by the fair 
sex of his native country is any proof 
of his claims to gentle treatment. 

Giuseppe Musolino, who is now only in 
his 26th year, was born at Santa Stefano, 
a little mountain vilage in the province 
of Reggio Calabria. The Calabrian brig- 
ands have always been a terror to the south 
of Italy, but Musolino was driven to br's- 
andage, not by direct personal inclination, 
but by a foul wrong. 

His father keeps a little wineshop at 
Santo Stefano, assisted by the brigands 
two sisters. Anna and Ippolita. 

like Robin Hood, Musolino began Ife 
as a woodman, but he differed entirely in 
character from the legendary merry Eng- 
lish outlaw, having been from childhood 
remarkable for his sentimental and morose 
disposition. The wild, free life of the forest 
gmeemed to suit the hardy young visionary, 
who grew up strong and independent-mind- 
ead, and was, in his own way, perfectly 
happy. 

The event which destroyed this peaceful | 
existence, transforming the harmless wood- 
man into a vindictive and inexorable aveng- | 
er of his wrongs, occurred four years ago.

Fortunately a cousin 
of Musolino came to the rescuc, and his as-

NOVEL REVENGE BY LAW. 


Man Has Witnesses to Will Fined for 
Failing to Affix Signatures. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—Probably the only 
suit of its kind ever brought in this staie 
has just been decided by the Court of Ap- 
peals in favor of George T. Dodge, who 


brought an action against George W. Cor- 
nelius to collect a penalty of The suit 
has been pending in the courts for more 
than three years and carries with it $600 
in costs. 

Mr. Dodge was a grandson of George D"1rT- 
yea. who died, in Hempstead, L. IL., on Dec. 
14, 1897, leaving an estate worth about $50,- 
000. By the will it was found that Mr. 
Dodge, a grandson, had been cut off with 
only $1. 

Mr. Cornelius was a witness to the wiil. 
and the grandson blamed him for influenc- 
ing the testator’s mind against him. He 
discovered that in signing the will as a 
witness Mr. Cornelius had failed to attach 
his place of residence. This is contrary to 
law, which imposes, a fine of $50 for one 
signing a will and neglecting to also aftx 
his or her place of residence. Action was 
at once begun against Mr. Cornelius to col- 
lect the fine. 

Under the law the fine goes to the bene- 
ficiaries under the will, and. as Mr. Dodge 
received but $1 of his grandfather’ r’s estate 
of $50,000, he and his lawyer are busy ut 
present trying to figure out his proportion- 
ate share of the money.

Seeming Peace. 
Queen Victoria succeeded in restoring 4a

A second time the Queen of England Wwa4 
successful in reuniting her grandchildren, 
the reconciliation taking place at the time 
of her jubilee. By the terms of this recoli- 
ciliation it was expressly stipulated that 
practical joking, with his wife as the re- 
cipient of his delicate attentions, should 
néver again be done by the duke.

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—Henri Fournier, 
king of chauffeurs, made a mile today on 
his 40-horse-power automobile in the world 
beating time of 51 4-5 seconds on the Coney 
Island boulevard. 

That means 70 miles an hour. 

. Foxhall Keene did a mile In 54 2-5 seconds, 
making himself first of amateurs—a rate of 
more than 65 miles an hour. 

It was professional against amateur and 
the professional won with his mighty ma- 
chine by the narrow margin of 2 3-5 sec- 
onds. py 

A. C. Bostwick beat the previous record, 
too, doing a mile in 56 8-5 seconds and so 
did A. L. Riker, with his superb electric 
machine. The best time before had been 
1:06 2-5, made by Alexander Winton. 

Gasoline and electric machines both beat 
this. 8. T. Davis, Jr., also lowered the 
world’s record for steam machines to 1:15, 
the best heretofore being 1:39. So all rec- 
ords for automobiles were smashed, gaso- 
line, electric, steam. 

The meet was under the auspices of the 
Long Island Automobile Club. Ocean Park- 
“way was closed for the afternoon just for | 
this event. 

From the turn at the park circle for three 
miles toward Coney Island the way was 
clear for the racers. 

She course was ideal, smooth as a billiard 
table, devoid of hills, wide and clear. It 
had been gone over till nothing was left 
undone to make the mile straight away 
the finest in the world. 

Fully 20,000 people saw the spectacle. 

There were all sorts of desultory trials to 
start with, and it was well after 3 p. m., 
when the first racers were called to the 


post. 
FOURNIER AND HIS RACER. 
“Fournier,” cried the starter. The 
Frenchman, clad in a dun-colored suit, 
brown shoes and a white tie, leaped nim- 
bly into his machine. It was the same car 
that won him the race from Paris to Ber- 
lin and the race from Paris to Bordeau. 
It was long, low and painted blue. It 
did not look spick-and-span, but every 
wheel and cog had been tested and every 
part cleaned and oiled.

Human Relics Found Associated With 
Bones of the Mastodon and Mam- 
moth in a Bog in the Neigh- 
borhood of Afton, I. T. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—‘It was like a 
soup dish in which all kinds of creatures, 


aneient and modern, were gathered to- 


gether.” 

This was the picturesque phrase used bY 
Prof. W. H. Holmes of the United States 
National Museum, who has just returned 
from Indian Territory, where he made 
what may fairly be described as one of 
the most notable discoveries in the his- 
tory of American archaeological research. 

Reliable reports having been received to 
the effect that relics of human art had 
been found associated with bones of the 
mastodon and mammoth in the neighbor- 
hood of Afton, I. T., it was decided to in- 
vestigate the matter throughly, and Prof. 
Holmes teft Washington about a month 
ago with that object in view. The locality 
in question was an ancient sulphur spring, 
a “medicine” spring of the Indian tribes, 
and is used to this day as a source of 
water supply. Having reached the spot, 
the professor dug out the deposits and se- 
cured a great quantity of teeth and bones 
of various extinct animals, including the 
mammoth and mastauon, which were miaed 
with large numbers of the most exquisite 
flint Knives and spear heads ever seen 
There were nearly 1000 of these implements. 

Prof. Holmes has brought back with 
him several large boxes full of the animal 
remains, which include teeth of an extinct 
species of ox gi % a musk Ox), an ex- 
tinct species of horse, and a large variety 
of bones of modern animals, such as the 
ordinary buffa'o, the deer, the elk and tho 
wolf. The extinet horse and ox were evi- 
dently contemporary with the mammoth 
and mastodon and roamed the plains region 
at the same period with those glant pacnhy- 
derms., 


Great Find in 

a Small Place. 

“Now, realize, if you please, that all 
these creatures, ancient.and modern, or, 


rather, their remains, were dug out of a 
single hole in a muck bed on the plains 
of Afton,;"’ said Prof. Holmes. “All of the 
material collected, including the articles of 
human manufacture, were obiained from 
an excavation not above a yard and qa half 
cube. The implements are far superior 
in quality to anything of the kind that we 
have in the National Museum, while the 
collection as a whole | hens pen sul passes in 
interest any singie find hitherto made. 

“The place I was called upon: to visit 
was @ most unpromising swamp—a quak- 
ing bog, which shook beneath the feet 
as one stepped upon it. In the midst of 
this bug was an ancient spring, which, as 
indicated by our investigations, had been 
usé@ for ages as a drinking place by ani- 
mals of all kinds. Not long ago an ef- 
fort was made to improve the quality of 
the water supply. necessarily valuable in 
that region, by sinking a sort of wooden 
box five feet or so spuare into the marsh 
where the water bubbles up. The mud 
was cleared out of the water-hole as far 
as possible, and boards were driven down 
into the motst soil. Incidentally a good 
many teeth of mastodons and mammoths 
were found, together with flaked flint im- 
plements. and these excited the attention 
of Dr. . H. Harper of Afton a gentle- 
man of scientific inclinations, who notified 
the National Museum. 


Boards Driven 


Into Mass of Bones. 


“The first thing we did was to clear out 
the spring box, which was partly filled with 
mud, placing boards over the surface to 
stand upon while we worked. At a depth 
of four or five feet the men began to throw 
Out mastodon teeth and some flint 


ecame much richer. It ap 
sharpened lower ends of the 
or makire the box had been ar: en into 
accumulations of bones of buffalo, elk, 
deer, wolves and horses (all modern ani- 
mais), associated with large numbers of 
beautiful flint tools, while all about and 
intermingled with these modern things 
wore the bones of ancient forms of mam- 
“The water came in as fast as two men 


could dip it out, but gradually we made 


Oi1r Way a be the surface muck into 
the stratum of loose gravel. Buried in 
the gravel at still greater depths we found 
peentiful remains of the mastodon, the 
mammoth, the extinct horse, and bison. 
After a bit the spring-box caved in and 
then we had to begin digging outside of 
it, about 12 feet from the spring. This was 
easier to manage, the earth being more 
a little distance from the spring 
asin. Finally, having removed the box, 
we cleared the hole entirely out and car. 
ried the pit down several feet more. The 
depth of the excavation when we finished 
was perhaps 9 feet. 

The flint implements were nearly ail 
contained in a single pocket, none of them 
being deeper down than six or seven feet 
an: the bones of modern animals were con- 
fined to approximately the same area. As 
for the teeth of the mastodons and mam- 
moths, they diminished in numbers as the 
digging was carried farther away from the 
Spring. Practically all of. the implements 
wer nthe enri g itself, I had nite dug 
at distances of 20 feet from the spring on 
the north, east and west sides, but they 
ylelded very little. One flint tool was’ found 
in the muck, and beneath that an occa- 
sional tooth of mammoth or mastodon. 
Bone Tools With 

Teeth of Mammoth. 

“Among other chjects that we dug up 
were bone tools, which probably were ised 
for flaking the flint implements. One mam- 
moth tool was of remarkable size, méeasur- 
ing 16 inches in length. Though I brought 
back @ great many of these teeth, they 
represent only a small fraction of those 
found. Many of them are monderfully per- 
fect, the enamel having preserved them 
while the ordinary bones are nearly all de- 
cayed. On? mammoth tooth. by the way, 
is ®0 abnormal in shape, being a regular 
freak tooth, indeed as to indicate that the

which were intended probably as propitia- 
tory gifts to persuade the god to grant good 
fortune in the chase. It is noticeable that 
not one of the tools has been used, the 
points and edges being as perfect as when 
made, and there is every reason to suppose 
that they were sacrificial and were made 
especially for the purpose. Description can 
hardly exaggerate the beauty of their 
workmanship. 

“It was before and perhaps during the 
giacial period that the mammoth and 
mastodon roamed those plains. But that 
region was not invaded by the mighty ice- 
sheet which spread southward as far as 
Cincinnati, St. Louis and Omaha. In all 
probability the country was then much like 
what it is today. The great elephants may 
have come to drink at the water-hole de- 
scribed and some of them thus become 
mired in the bog. dying there, and leaving 
behind them their teeth and a few bones 
as memorials. It was the same way with 
the extinct horse and the extinct species 
of Duffalo. 

“There came a time when these ancient 
animals were succeeded by creatures of 
other types. he mammoth, the masto- 
don, the early ‘species of buffalo, and the 
elk. the deer, the buffalo, and the wolf. 
When they came or whence they arrived 
we do not know. Probably man was the 
last arrival, but when he appeared on the 
scene or where he came from we can only 
surmise.’”’

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—Capitalists of this 
city, Pittsburg and Philadelphia, some of 
whom are at present identified with out- 
side steel manufacturing interests, and 
others who were identified with plants ab- 
sorbed by the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, will meet today at the Waldorf-As- 
toria to take steps towards forming a stee] 


combine. Conferences between the parties 
interested have been on for some time. 

The new concern will be incorporated un- 
der the laws of New Jersey, with a capital 
of from $50,000,000 to $100,000,000. Whatever 
the capital may be at the start arrange- 
ments will be made to have it increased 
so as to provide for the taking in of new 
plants. he plants to be absorbed, it is 
said, will be the very best of the outside 
concerns with a large earning capacity and 
a ready market for their output. 

Some of the plants are in Pennsylvania 
and Ohio, while some of the iron ore of the 
combine will be mined tn the Duluth region. 

“The new corporation,”’ said one of the 
interested lawyers, ‘‘will not enter the field 
to fight the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion. Those entering the new concern are 
doing so simply as a matter of protection. 
They are, 80 to speak, getting out of the 
wet while it is yet time to do so. We hold 
that there is ample room in our markets 
for this new combine and thoso already in 
the fleld. In England, where a ss of 
consolidation has been going on in the steel 
industry, there aré four concerns control- 
ling the steel output. ere sh be room 
for at least as many here.” All information 
in regard to the plants which are to be ab- 
sorbed or as to the capitajists interested 
waa refused.

Eighteen Leavenworth Mu- 
tineers Captured or Killed, 


OUTBREAK WELL PLANNED 


HOW FIRST WEAPONS WHERE SE- 
CURED NOT KNOWN. 


Had It Not Been for Contractor Hines 
Many More Guards Would Have 
Been Killed—Plans to Pre- 
vent Further Outbreaks. 


Special to the Post-Diepetch. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Nov. 16.—Of the 
27 convicts who mutined at United States 
Penitentiary here on Thursday last, one 
was killed within the stockade before his 
fellows escaped, two were killed at Nor- 
tonvill on Friday, five were wounded anc 
captured, and jen were captured uninjured, 
Nine are still at large. 

The government reward for the fugitives 
has been increased from $60 to $100. 

The escape from the big stockade in 
which these 500 convicts were at work on 
the new penitentiary was one of the most 
sensational and desperate on record. 

The stock weapons for the break 
amounted to three big revolvers, which 
were concealed in the grass im a corner of 
the stockade. How the revolvers came 
into the hads of the conspirators has not 
been discovered. Gus Parker, a white man 
from Ardmore, I. T., a giant negro, named 
Frank Thompson from South McAlester, L. 
T., and a third convict took the revolvers 
from their hiding places late tn the after- 
noon and proceeded to the office, near by, 
of Frank E. Hines of St. Louis a civil en- 
gineer having charge of the work. With 
Hines were W. IF. Carroll and Harmon 
Bono, foreman and Arthur Telford, captain 
of the prison guards. 

The convicts covered the four men with 
their weapons and ordered them to hold up 
their hands. The men were completely at 
their mercy and obeyed. The convicts 
marched them along so that they acted as 
a shield against any shots that might be 
fired by the guards on the stockade walls. 

Before starting on the strange march 
one of the convicts tore from the office wall 
the telephone and smashed it. 


First Tower and Arms 
Were Easily Captured. 
The convicts proposed to take all the tow- 
ers and get all the guns of the guards. At 
the first wall Guard Hoffman obeyed Mr. 


Hines’ injunction not to shoot, as he could 
not well do so without striking one of the 
four prisoners the convicts had made. He 
surrendered at discretion, and the convicts 
took hig weapons and three revolvers and 
“three rifies stored in the tower. 

At the next tower Charles Burrows, the 


guard, peppered away at the little party,- 


and slightly wounded.an Indian convict 
among the ringleaders. The Indian’s com- 
panions retaliated by shooting Burrows in 
the neck. Burrows fell, and his arms and 
the arms of the other guards tn his keeping 
were seized. The triumphant march was 
then continued to another tower. where Jo- 
seph Waldrup. the guard, notwithstanding 
the order of Mr. Hines not to fire, sent five 
shots into the crowd. one of which killed 
Convict. Quinifort. Waldrup.was shot, but 
net «erionusiy. 

Hines then berged the convicts not to kil! 
the guards. and showed them how they 
could batter down an old gate, long out of 
use. The convicts acted on his suggestion, 
and were soon outside the stockade. They 
invited all the convicts who would be free 
to accompany them. 

Andrew Leonard. a guard, tried to intimi- 
date the conspirators with a club, and 
fought unti! his lez was broken by a blow 
from a piece of tron and he was unable to 
continue the fight. Thompson, the big ne- 
ero, wanted to shoot Leonard as he lay 
on the ground helpless, but Mr. Hines pre- 
valled upon him not to do so. 


Seized Wagons and 
Drove to Country. 

After taking the four men a quarter ofa 
mile from the stockade the convicts, who 
now numbered 26. seized several wagons 
belonging to some farmers and drove off 
into the country. The liberated men re- 
turned to the steckade, where the handful 
of guards were holding the army of con- 
victs at bay. 

When the first sign of trouble was mani- 
fested the wife of a guard telephoned from 
her home near by to Fort Leavenworth 
and to the city, and the Fourth Cavalry 
was s00n galloping to the stockade. The 
arrival of the soldiers settled matters, and 
a convicts were marched back to quar- 
ers. 

The convicts spread out in parties of two 
or more when they liberated Hines and 
the others. F'rst, however, they held a 
consultation and decided to make for the 
Indian Territory, where the chances of hid- 
ing were great. 

The convicts took horses and vehicles 
from persons they met, or from barns, and 
drove the animals until they fell from ex- 
haustion. They ordered people into their 
houses and told them that if they inter- 
fered with the escape they would be killed. 


They stopped wayfarers In the highways, 


made them strip, appropriated their cloth- 
ing, leaving them their striped suits in 
which to get home. 

It was a short shift for some of the fugi- 
tives. A posse of farmers surrounded five 
of them on the next day at Nortonville, 
Kan., killing two and wounding the other 
three, making them prisoners. The killed 
were James Hoffman and J. J. Poffenholm 
and the wounded were Willard Drake, Fred 
Moore and John Green. The five made a 
desperate resistance and were shot in filght. 
Two more were captured on Friday night 
near Topeka. One of them wes Sol Suther- 
land, the Indian, shot by the guard, Bur- 
rows Two others, Donald Norris and R. 
T. Davenport. were taken on Friday night 
also, near Jarbale, Kan.

On the same day Joel Morrow, a farmer, 
shot and mortally wounded a fleeing con- 
vict named Lawrance Lewis at Quenemo, 
‘or Tuesday Capt. Telford and several 
men captured thrree of the fugitives in 
Bazar, Kan., 1€0 miles from the stockade. 
Two of the three were the men who es- 
caped from Sheriff Cook. This made 18 
recaptures, with nine convicts still at 
arse.

Thompson, the negro who led the revolt, 
fircd the shot that caused Waldrupe’s death. 
tLpingy ee is one of the 17 convicts who 
have en captured since the outbreak. 
Waldrupe was born in Greenback, Tenn., 
in 1876. He served in Cuba during the 
Spanish war in the United States Volunteer 
Signal Corps, later becoming a guard at the 
orison. During the mutiny Waldrupe was 
stationed in a tower on the stockade.

Another function of the modern university is to promote the 
material prosperity of the people by doing important work in 
the development of the resources of! the commonwealth. The 
pniversity mineralogist locates, measures and reports the coal 
and mineral resources of the commonwealth. The university 
Pntomologist labors to protect the orchards and vineyards of 
the commonwealth from destructive insects. ,

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THE MONROE AND DIAZ DOCTRINES. 


Senor Chavero’s plea for peace before the Pan-American Con- 
gress was an eloquent appeal in behalf of right and progress. 

Commenting on the proposals of Gen. Diaz he said: ‘Gen. 
Diaz has displayed to you his doctrine of peace by inviting 
you to make it your continental policy. From your conference 
the Diaz doctrine will arise, embodying the conscience of Amer- 
ica. We already had the Monroe doctrine as a safeguard of 
the New World. The Diaz. doctrine constitutes its complement. 
America says, ‘peace to all nations.’ ”’ 

That is the voice of humanity. 

The nations of America could claim no nobler mission. The 
governments of Europe, perplexed by international jealousies, 
and confounded by domestic discontent, dwell in the midst of 
perpetual alarms. Territorial greed, irreconcilable commercial 
interests and race prejudices, al] conspire to disturb the peace of 
the Old World. Bvery diplomati- tacident may contain the seed 
of war. The American contiment, we may hope, will never sink 
into this insane cerdition. 

As the Memroe doctrine has protected the American continent 
from Furopean aggression, so the Diaz doctrine may establish 
peace as the settled policy of the New World, eliminating the 
savage, the selfish, the greedy, and joining the republics in a 
firm league of friendship. 

If it cannot be accomplished at one stroke, at least a be- 
ginning can be made by stronger nations. ,.The United States 
and Mexico, with Chill perhaps, can by their example and moral 
influence preserve the peace of the entire continent until the 
smaller and more wayward republics are persuaded to adhere 
to a treaty of arbitration. 

The moral power of such a league would be well nigh irresist- 
ible. The example could hardly fail to impress the Old World, 
and promote the growth of the spirit of humanity everywhere. 

This proposal alone justifies the Pan-American Congress. That 
such a sentiment could become articulate and find a voice so 
eloquent is a sign that the thought is working among our 
southern neighbors. The United States should not be backward 
in giving hearty support to a movement so characteristically 
American. 
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The announcement by Chief of Police Kiely that prizefighting 
in St. Louis shall be stopped showed a commendable willingness 
to bow to public opinion, as expressed by the Post-Dispatch. 
It was made practically as soon as the facts were called to 
public notice. It {s always gratifying to see officialg display 
zeal in the performance of a duty to which their attention has 
been called. 
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THE PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION. 


The report of President R. M. Scruggs of the Provident Asso- 
clation at the forty-second annual meeting was another record 
of good work well done. 

The principal point of interest is in the industrial agencies 
and training departments. Work has been provided for 1408 cases 
of men with homes and 3942 homeless applicants have been given 
temporary employment. At the lodging houses beds have been 
occupied 8525 times. Two trained nurses are constantly employed 
and their services always in demand. The savings bank depart- 
ment is a novelty ‘calculated to surprise many readers. The da- 
posits now on hand amount to $470.12. There are now 151 ac- 
counts. The sums withdrawn amount to $538.28, making the ag¢- 
gregate of savings cared for $1008.40. The legal department, che 
most important perhaps, is not yet fully organized.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In sending you a reply to the 
written by Archbishop Corrigan, I pre- 
sume that the eminent prelate is not 
averse to an intelligent discussion of his 
views. Since man is a rational being, end 
arrives at the knowledge of scientific truth 
by the exercise of his mental faculties, 
every candid inquirer invites oriticism. 

The Most Rev. Ordinary of New York 
states that socialism is absurd, unjust and 
impossible. I mairitain that the truth of 
these assertions cannot be demonstrated, 
and following the example of his grace, 
I will put my arguments before the »oublic, 
that thcse interested in the solution of the 
i:.dustrial problem may weigh the value of 
our rerpective claim 

The archbishop ys: “The socialist, 
working on the poor man's. envy of the 
rich, endeavors to destroy private prop- 
erty, and maintains that individual pos- 
sessions should become the common prop- 
erty of all. Each citizen will then have 
his equal share of whatever there is to 
enjoy.” 

With all due respect to his lordship, I 
wish to call hig attention to the fact that

this paragraph misrepresents the teachings 
of socialism. False statements are very 
poor weapons in defense of truth, and 
while I do not believe that the arcabishop 
is guilty of calumny, yet to the inteiligent 
student of sociology, good intentions do 
not wreathe error with a halo of glory. 
Socialists never attempt to inflame the 
souls of the poor with the passion of 
envy, but with a sense of justice. They 
do not censure the rich for their posses- 
sions, but they condemn the system that 


enables one man to accumulate a fortune! 2 


on the unpaid toil of his unfortunate 
brethren. They do not advocate the divi- 
sion of wealth or the abolition of private 
property, but the absorption of private cap- 
Under socialian 
the laborer would get all that he pro- 
duces, wheréas today he works two hours 
for himself and seven hours for the benefit 
of his capitalistic master. Today the la- 
borer gets 15 per cent of the wealth that 
he creates and under socialism ho would 
get six times thag amount. With the fruit 
of his toil he could buy a house, furnish it 
with a library filled with the choicest 
works on literature and science, adrern it 
with paintings of the richest nues and the 
most artistic skill and statuary of the 
finest marble and most delicate carving. 
The producer would own and use 
product of his labor according to his taste 
and desires. 

Wealth consists of all those articles that 
have been modified by human labor so as 
to qualify them for the gratification of 
human desires. Capital is that part of 
wealth devoted to the ald of production, 
that part of wealth in the course of ex- 
change, that part of wealth utilized in the 
production of more wealth. Capital is 
wealth, but wealth is not always capital. 
A residence is wealth, but not capital, for 
a residence does not produce more wealth, 
A family carriage is wealth, but not cap- 
ital, for it does not produce mose wealth. 
For the same reason, a library is wealth, 
but not capital; a private collection of 
paintings is wealth, but not capital; a 
yacht is wealth, but not capital. Socialists 
do not oppose the possession of private 
wealth, but on the contrary, wish to extend 
this possession till every child of our race 
will be a recipient of [ts blessings. They 
do not advocate the division of wealth, 
but staunchly maintain that a division is 
detrimental to the growth and development 
of the social organism. 

At the present time under the domina- 
tion of capitalism the prvducers get one- 
sixth of the wealth that they create and 
give the remainder to an army of soolal 
parasites. This is a very unrfust. division, 
perpetrated for the benefit of that class 
who are always fierce in their denuncia- 
tions of the Socialists for attempting to 
prevent this division. The capitalists ad- 
vocate the division of wealth for the 
aggrandizement of the dominant class, 
whereas Socialists endeavor to prevent 
division and maintain that those who pro- 
duce the wealth should own and use the 
wealth that they produce. Capitalism is 
founded on the profit system, on the di- 
vine right of exploitation. Modern indus- 
try presupposes a vast army of employes 
who have nothing to sell but their labor 
power. If every man owned the means of 
subsistence he would not sell his labor 
power for the means of subsistence. There- 
fore capitalistic production necessitates the 
expropriation of the tolling millions who 
are thus compelled to exchange their labor 
power for the necessaries of life. 

During the Middle Ages serfdom and the 
gullds -were obstacles to the industria] su- 
premacy of capitalism, for they hampered 
the unlimited exploitation of labor. The 
tollers of those days were protected by 
social customs. Their toil was laborious, 
but they were secure in their position, and 
had no anxiety about making a living, for 
their labor was certain and always brought 
its remuneration, and this state of affairs 
produced a spirit of independence which 


frustrated the designs of capitalism. Be- an 


fore the dawn of modern industry the de- 
struction of the guilds and the expropria- 
tion of the peasants were necessary steps, 
and the accomplishment of these purposes 
regulted in filling the labor : 
supplying the capitalists with an 
wage slaves. 

Modern industry demands 


a reserve 
of labor, which may be called 
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employment. The stagnation of this in- 
dustry continues for two years, and in 
the meantime the army of supernumerartes 
emigrate to a foreign country. The mar- 
ket is finally cleared, and there is a de- 
mand for laborers. The capitalists cannot 
wait for a new generation to supply the 
vacuum créated by the emigration of their 
quondam employes, for the shoe manufa~ 
turer must “make hay while the su. 
shines."" Therefore it is necessary to have 
a reserve army in readiness for the call 
of capitalistic generals. In England there 
is a constant army of 709.00 unemployed 
and 800,000 paupers, ana fn times of indus 
trial depression these figures are multi 
plied. In America we have our reserve force 
at all times in waiting for capitalistic ex- 
ploitation, and this mighty array will be 
augmented with the centralization of our 
industries, and with the limitation of for- 
eign trade, which essentially follows the 
development of foreign capita! and the in- 
tensification of competition in the mar- 
kets of the world. 

Since capitalism is founded on the ex- 
ploitation of the toiler for the enrichment 


of the idle parasites, for the aggrandize- 
ment of the dominant class; on the division 
of the wealth created by the laborer for 
the benefit of a few; since it is founded on 
injustice and robbery, it is antagonistic to 
the innate rights of every man to enjoy the 
product of his industry, and for these rea- 
sons it is opposed by the disciples of Karl 
Marx. : 

Under socialism the trusts and industrial 
corporations would be nationalized,. and | 
used co-operatively by all for the benefit 
of all. The profit system and the extrava- 
gant waste of competition would be elimi- 
nated, thus multiplying the productivity of 
labor, and the vast dividends which accrue 
to the capitalists from the unpaid toll of 
their economic bondsmen, would be utilized 
to enhance the remuneration of the laborer, 
and advance the interest of society 
Seventy-five per cent of the population of 
the United States own 2 per cemt of the 
wealth which would make Si) ger perecn.

It is strange fhat the archbishop, in de- 
ploring the imaginary evils of socialism, 
could not see the real evila of capitaiism 
evils that exist today in every civilizec 
country on the globe, evils that will he 
intensified with every step along the path 
of progress, and ventuate in national de- 
moralization, degradation and retrogres- 


sion. 

Capitalism which flourishes on the ex- 
ploitation of labor is Ferpcnesnte for these 
evils, and socialism, ch would give the 
laborer the product of his toil, which would 
eliminate profits. which would put an end to 
robbery and injustice, would »revent there 
evils, and give every man a home, clothing, 
educational facilities, and would bless the 
world with freedom, joy, plenty, equality 
and intellectual] glory. 

Today we have,the tndolent and lazy, 
who live on the wealth created by the 
honest toiler. The laborers build houses 
and the lazy live in them; the laborers till 
-the soil and reap the grain, and the idle 
enjoy the fruit; the laborers weave the 
silks and satins, and the idle wear them; 
the laborers go down into the bowels of the 
earth and extract the diamonds and pre- 
tious stones to adorn the necks of the 
lazy; the laborers warm the hearthstones 
of the lazy, while their own hearthstones 
are cold and cheerless. Under socialism we 
will follow the admonition of 8t. Paul

The labor in the coat is 
qualitatively different from the labor in the 
shoes, and therefore we must compare them 
quantitively, and in order to do this it is 
necessary to reduce the labor incorporated 
in each article to abstract labor. n is 
way all kinds of labor are compared, Ab- 
stract labor time is taken as a -uhit b 
which concrete useful labor is measured. 
The mechanic spends a num +4 of years in 
acquiring a knowledge of his trade, and 
this time is incorporated in his concrete la- 
bor and hence multiplies the abstract units 
in his concrete labor. This is the n 
that mechanics command higher wares 
than the toiler on the street; the clerk com- 
mands higher wages than the porter; the 
physician and the lawyer higher wages 
than the railroad conductor. Socialism aims 
to establfsh equality of abstract labor time. 
if there month y be a natural tendency to the 
more honorable position, that would prove 
that the remuneration in those oaitions 
would be more than just, measured accord- 
ing to abstract labor time, and consequentty 
the matter could be adjusted to meet ail 
the wants of society by reducing the com- 
pensation for services in the more Inylting 
avocations.

THE DOLLAR-A-LIFE JUDGE 


Justice William A. Gummere Becomes 
Chief Justice of New Jersey 
Supreme Court. .

NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 16.—Judge Wm. A. 
Gummere, the man who set aside a ver- 
dict of $5000 against the Newark Street 
Railroad for the death of a boy, with the 
declaration that $1 was all a child’s life 
was worth, today succeeded to the chief 
ju8ticeship of the New Jersey Supreme 
Court. 

He takes the place of Judge David A. 
Depue, who retires after 35 years of ser- 
vice on the supreme bench. 

The appointment of Judge Gummere was 


a surprise to the New Jersey bar. He was 
an applicant tor the place and had the 
strongest of corporation backing, but it was 
thought his $1 decision would make it im- 
poss. ble for Gov. Voorhees to name him. 

Judge Gummere has made a remarkable 
record on the bench for unfavorable rulings 
against plaintiffs in damage suits against 
railroads and other corporations. He is 
the son of a famous lawyer and before his 
elevation to the bench he served as coun- 
sel for the Pennsylvania railroad and as 
special counsel in much railroad litiga- 
tion.

GOVERNMENT BUILDING PLAN 


Magnificent Administration Edifice to 
Close the Main Transverse Avenue 
of the “Main Picture.’’ 


Isaac S. Taylor has received from J. Knox 
Taylor, supervising architect of the United 
States government buliding, the sketch 
plans for the building he is designing. On 
the plans received no dimensions are stated. 

The building has been projected at 40x 
350 feet, but the members of the govern- 


ment exhibit board declare the space in- 
sufficient, and an effort. will be made by 
the World's Fair authorKies and by the 
government to expand it. 

The building. most easterly of the big ex- 
hibit group, will oy <4 an eminence of the 
same height as that which the art building 
crowns, feet above the water level of 
the main picture. It will close the main 
transverse avenue of the picture, as the 
art building c oses the main direct avenue. 

Chief Architect Taylor says: “‘This mag- 
nificent building will present a most im- 
posing appearance. A magnificent colon- 
nade in the Corinthian order will face the 
approach. 

“Back of the main bullding is the large 
pavilion for the United States fish com- 
mission exhibit. This exhibit, being in im- 
mediate connection with the main exhibit 
building, renders the whole very accessib e. 

“The main building has a central feature 
which, in conjunction with the end of the 
pavilion, gives a well-balanced and appro- 

riate design. In this design J. Knox Tay- 
or has departed from the stereotyped ex- 
pressions of former United States exposi- 
tion buildings, and has very happily solved 
the problem of a pronounced building and 
one pleasing in composition and general 

esign.

VE DAYS AT SE 
WITHOUT WATER 


TERRIBLE SUFFERINGS OF THREE 
‘ SHIPWRECEED SAILORS. 


WATER CASKS WERE SMASHED 


When Picked Up They Were Almost 
Thirst-Mad and Could 
Not Talk. 


Specta] to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—Three_ ship- 
wrecked American sailors who for five days 
drifted about on the open sea on a dis- 
mantied lumber-laden Maine schooner, ar- 
rived in port this evening in the Portu- 
guese steamship Peninsular, from Lisbon. 

Caught in a terrible nor’easter, the decks 
of the schooner were swept clean and the 
water casks smashed into splinters. For 
five days the men had not a drop of water. 
Their suffering was terrible. 

The schooner was the Westerner, bound 
from Cailais, Me., with lumber for Clyde, 
Mass. Capt. Stanton was the skipper, and 
his crew consfsted of Arthur Willey, Wm. 
Kandry and a smart little black mongrel 
called “‘Jip.”" Distress signals were set, 
but for five days not a vessel hove in sight. 
in the meantime the men were suffering aii 
th horror ot thirst. They tried to reieve 
their parched mouths with salt water, but 
it sickened them. 

Their suffering continued without relief. 
All teared their minds would give way. 
‘ine strange spectacie of water all about 
them and yet unable to quench their burning 
thirst maddened them to desperation. 

bo parched were their throats that not 
one of them could taik above a whisper. 
kor five days they lay on the deck of the 
wrecked hulk, moaning and praying for 
deaih or rescue, 

testerday the Peninsular sighted the 
miserable crew on the derelict. She bore 
down on them, and-after 24 hours of heroic 
work rescued them.

Hhis Is an Increase of 39,346 Over the 
Number Admitted Last 
Year. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The annual re- 
port of Commissioner-General Powderly of 
the immigration bureau shows the total 
steerage arrivals in the United States dur- 
ing the year to have been 487,918, an in- 
crease over the preceding year of 39,346, 
or approximately 9 per cent. Of this in- 
crease 2020 came through Canadian ports 
and the remainder through ports of this 
country. There were also 74,950 other alien 
passengers who came in the cabin, making 
a total for the year of 662,868. 

The ratio of increase of Italian immi- 
gration as compared with those from the 
same country last year is approximately 3% 
per cent, or more than three-fold the ratio 
of increase from all Europe, the increases 
numericaily from all other countries of Eu- 
rope aggregating scarcely one-fourth of 
that of Italy. 

The total steerage immigration was dis- 
tributed as to sex between 831,065 males 


and 196,863 females, as to age, between 62,- 
So2 under 14 years, 396,616 from 14 to 4 years 
and 28,840 of 45 years and over, 

It is shown that 117,547 were unable to 
read or write, 3068 could read, but not write;

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Doeile Little Animals Made the Proxies 
for Human Beings in the Study 
of Diseases and Cures by Ex- 
perts in Bacteriology. 


N experiments for the prevention and cure of diphtheria and tetanus, guinea 
pigs are the proxies for human beings. St. Louis physicians inoculate sev- 
eral thousand of the small animals every year with the toxins of those dis- 

eases and then endeavor to cure them with the antidotes or antitoxins; or they 
immunize them first with antitoxins to determine how far they are protected 


against disease.

[t is an amusing sight to see a pen of 
frisky young guinea pigs all decorated with 
red collars, while in an adjacent pen the 
pigs wear blue collars. 

The guinea pig.is particularly useful in

stretched out from its body and securely 
tied so that during its struggies, which 
are the result of fear and not pain, it 
cannot interfere with the introduction of 
the hypodermic needle. The hair is then 
shaved from a small place in its abdomes 
and the place again subjected to antiseptie 
washing. The serum is then injected under 
the skin and the guinea pig released and 
placed in a warm, clean cage for the symp 
toms of disease to develope. 

Having proved that a serum in a certalm 
stage of development will kill a guiness 
pig of a specified weight, ten times the 
fatal dose of the toxin is added to the 
requisite amount cf antitoxin, and this is 
injected into a guinea uig of a corresponé 
ing weight and the results observed. The 
same process 1s pursued with all the 
serums obtained, on guirea pigs, individu-

N one laboratory in St. Louls where 


antoxins are prepared for the use of 

physicians, 1500 guinea pigs are used 
every year to determine the purity and po- 
tehicy of the preparations. 

The reasons guinea pigs are so generally 
used for this purpose are manifold, 
While there i¢ no anatomical resemblance 
between hurhan beings and guinea pigs !n 
théir susceptibility to the bacteria of diph- 
tohria and tetanus they are alike. 

Within four days after their inoculation 
with the germs of diphteheria guinea pigs 
show the symptoms of the disease~ 
lassitude and fever. Tipon post mor- 
tem examination their blood and organs 
exhibit the bacteria. Besides, they are 
easily handled and kept clean; they are pa- 
tient, docile, even affectionate, and, being 
vVogetarians, are usually healthy. The 
guinea pig is the “buffer’’ between the 
animal in which toxin and antitoxin serum 
are produced and the human being on whic 
they. are to be used. However, other anil- 
mals are occasionally used for experi- 
mentation, but not with such good results 
as in guinea pigs. White rats and white 
mice are occasionally used for this purpose; 
then, in order of their popularity with bac- 
teriologists, come rabbits, dogs, sheep, 
goats, asses, mules, cows and horses. The 
latter two are used principally, however, in 
the cultivation of tuberculosis and diph- 
theria and tetanus serums respectively. 

The guinea pig is a curious little ani- 
mal, and, as a matter of fact, is not a 
pig at all and does not come from Guinea. 
He is a rodent, more nearly resembling the 
rat than any other animal, and belongs 
to the family caviae, of Peruvian nativity. 
His average weight is about three pounds, 
and he is timid, prolific and destitute of 
Intelligence. - He has four gnawing teeth 
fn front, and is @ ravenous eater. So sus- 
ceptible to disease is he that the greatest 
care is necessary to preserve his health, 
The cage in which he is kept must be 
ahed@etely clean and dry; he must not be 
given water to drink, as all the moisture 
neeessary for his well-being comes from 
the succulent vegetables, such as carrots, 
turnips, cabbage and the like, which are 
his natural diet. 

The guinea pigs used by St. Louis bac- 
terlologists dome from various parts of 
the country where they are bred by the 
thousands for purposes of scientific expert- 
ment. Before bacteriology became a defi- 
nité science, and opened up a sphere of 
usefulness for the guinea pig, its chief 
occupation was asa boy's pet, for which it 
is especially adapted. It is really a pretty 
animal, with a large head and full eyes, 
which are generally dark, but often pink 
as albinos are common in the species. It 
has short, stiff hair, and is often beauti- 
fully marked in tan and white, and black 
and white. 

The St. Louls Health Department uses 
hundreds of guinea pigs every year in its 
bacteriological laboratory. They are shipped

jancient had a fire inside and blackened 


the cliff overhead with his smoke; so does 
the cliff dweller of this day’ at Alton. The 
‘ancient so bullt his domicile that from its 
front door he might command a view of 
his enemies far off in the valley below; 
the Alton ¢liff man is endowed with equal 
caution, for from his front door he may 
look down’ the river shore toward Alton 
and see a jpoliceman yet a mile away at 
Lovers’ Leap. So that the only note- 
worthy dispimilarity between the ancient 


Mexico Mountains. 


cliff dweller and the Alton cliff dweller 
is purely chronological, the one living 
now and the oth r,gagdnesé knows when. 

The ancient cliff dweller will always -re- 
main an anthropological delight. The Ai- 
ton cliff dweller, being void of anthropolog- 
ical mystery, can never be a delight. - As 
a matter of fact, he is a nuisance. He 
preys upon the people who live back over 
the bluffs, and he goes into the:west end 
of Alton and begs for his meat and drink. 
His cavern ‘home often‘ looks like’ the eyrie 
of a bird of prey, for there’ are ,chicken 
bones around and an odor indicating that 
the inhabitants of the place are carnivor- 
ous. - 

Cliff dwelling began under the Alton bluffs 
some three years ago. The: Chicago, -Pe- 
oria & St. Louls railroad track is just 
under the’ bluff on the river shore, and 
the tramps following the railroad became 
sufficiently -clever a few years ago to 
go into the caves up in the bluffs to .es- 
cape the frosts and the autumn storms. 
Within a year or so this movement pro- 
gressed until some two score tramps es- 
tablished permanent quarters there, taking 
posséssion o? the natural caves and mak- 
ing others by means of rock walls. From 
this the cHft dwelling has evolved. i 

As soon as the cliff-dwelling population 
becamé a permanency, it became a nuise 
ance. The police began making weekly 
visits and putting the cliff dwellers to 
flight. This has gone on through the last 
two winters and falls, and it is going on 
now. The officers arrest as many of the 
cliff men as fall into their hands, and 
these aré prosecuted for vagrancy. The ar- 
tificial G@wellings are hammered down, and 
all their rude furniture destroyed. 

But the cliff dwellers have always re- 
turned and repaired the ruins. It is two 
miles down to Alton, and the police do 
not go out so often that the bluff. side 
vagrant may*‘not restore his home and 
live in it quietly for a few days at a 
time. 

I visited the Alton cliff dwellers last 
week. It was just after an alarm had 
been given. that the police were coming, 
and the cli men were laying low. I 
found several empty homes, all of them 
dirty, but all warm. The bluffs face south, 
and the sun swings across the front door 
of the cliff home with a deal of comfort 
these bright, crisp days. At two of the 
caves I found the gentlemen of the house 
in. One of these Was a negro. He was as 
genuine a nomad as ever wandered the 
earth. I came upon hfm without warning,

and caught him bare-headed and down i[n 
the dirt and sunlight—shooting craps with 
himself! He was coaxing his dice with 
such earnest supplications as ‘“Piease, 
seven!’' 


Behind him was the door of his home. * 


He bolted into it when he saw me, but 
was speedily reassured end came out.

were home, and he went to another hole 
and. called out a veritable ancient of a 
cave man. This man was white.

It was 
natural he should, for cliff dwellers were 
most numerous in’ Arizona in the’ days’ of 
the ancients. He talked to me with quite 
a show of intelligence and humor.

This is what happens on the St. Louis 
levee every day: A steamer comes in, and 
her crew of 30 or 40, perhaps 560, rousta- 
bouts, come down the gang plank and scat- 
ter upshore.

All the boats are load- 
ed and unloaded by contract, the levee con- 

.ctors employing white and black helpers 
at 20 cents an hour. It is when the boat is 
all loaded and ready to steam out that the 
stevedore reappears. The steamer’s bell 
clangs seven times, five short taps and two 
long. This is notification from the mate 
that he wants a crew of stevedores, and 
the negroes along the levee go down to see 
what he offers. It is to be an auction, in 
which the negro Will take advantage of the 
mate’ tf “rousters” are scarce, and the 
white mate will be eqnfally merciless if 
there are more negroes than jobs.

So they hire at $60. The mate swears about 
it, but it is no use. Today the negroes 
have had the whip hand, and they have 
plied the whip. Tomorrow the mate may 
have 50 applicants for 30 jobs, and it will be 
his turn at the whip. But the prevailing 
wages are $50, $60 and $65 here at St. Louis, 
and even more below, so the negroes are 
getting the best of it. They are not numer- 
ous as they once were, and all the steam- 
boats are very busy now with the cotton, 
wheat, corn, appies, hay and stock of the 
fertile Mississippi Valley. 

St. Louls furnishes the stevedores for all 
the upper river and for all the boats run- 
ning between St. Louis and points south as 
far as Memphis. There are perhaps 400 ne- 
groes who make a iiving shipping on the 
boats which touch at 6t. Louis. Some of 
them do not go out every trip, being con- 
tent to work half the time at the good 
wages prevailing. Every crew taken out is 
bought at auction with thé negroes them- 
selves. On days when there are four, five 
and six packets at the wharf loading to go 
out, the stevedores gather there in a crowd, 
waiting for the leaving bell. Then they go 
down and Dargain with the mates. 


‘Some of them make many trips upon the 
same boat, but the greater part like to g° 


to St. Paul, and so on. Wages are, of 
course, the principal. inducement, and: next 
is the outlay of food. The roustapouts are 
always alert on the subject of food and it is 
likely to make trouble for a boat for its 


“rousters’’ to come in\ from a trip and_ 
“spread the report that they were not well 


fed. 

Another thing concerning the negro is the 
disposition of the mate he is to serve, The 
day when the roustabout could be clubbed 
and cursed and botted around is not this 
day, for now the negro is independent and 
must be well treated. Two weeks ago a ne- 
gro on the India Givens, running between 
St. Louls and Hamburg, knocked overboard 
a mate who had displeased him, and took 
to the water himself, both the men drown- 
ing But such occurrences are rare. More 
often the crew will leave the boat because 
of some cruelty upon the part of a mate. 
Last year one of the upriver boats was 
deserted by its: t‘rousters’’ at Alton. They 
left the boat and returned to St. Louis, de- 
spite the efforts made to win, them back. 
Such a defection leaves a captain in dis- 
tress, for there are no towns along the 
river which can’ supply ‘“rousters."" They 
must be shipped at St. Louis for all the 
river above Memphis, at Memphis for the 
runs between Memphis and Vicksburg and 
at New Orleans for all the river below, The 
roustabout is not found at the smaller river 


cities. 

The typical stevedore is muscular. If he 
were not he could make but a sorry &at- 
tempt at “roustin,” for his barrel of applies 
might floor him or his bale of hay break 
him down.

Really, the safest way, from my point of 
view, and the most economical way of get- 
ting one’s hair the shade desired, is to g0 
to a first-class establishment and have it 
dyed. It is quite impossible for an am- 
ateur to compete skillfully with an expert 
hairdresser, and no woman can apply a 
hair dye successfully or evenly to her own 
hair. As to expense, I really think if you 
have decided to vse a dye at all it would 
be better to pay the highest price to have 
the application properly made and -econo- 
mize in some other direction. There is 
nothing more pitiful than a woman who 
has been experimenting with home-made 
dyes on her own head. . 


Get an ounce of powdered henna leaves 
of a druggist and steep them in half a pint 
of boiling water. There is considerable 
difference in the strength and coloring 
qualities of the leaves, so that it is difficult 
to tell the exact quantity of water. Apply 
to:the hair with a clear toothbrush. It will 
discolor the skin a little, but care must be 
taken to avoid getting the coloring matter 
on the skin. However, it is harmless, and 
soap and water will remove the stains. 
This mixture will color light or white halr 
red. If henna is mixed with indigo, three 
parts of indigo to one of henna and enough 
water to form a paste, the effect will be a 
brownish shade.

(King Edward's brother) will be their 
guests for the fall shooting. 

It is said that the Dowager Duchess of 
Manchester was surprised -when Duke 
“Kim's” invitation was accepted by royal- 
ty. She wrote to her son: “How absurd 
of you to think that the King's brother 
would accept your invitation without your 
wife having first been presented at court.” 

Nevertheless the invitation was accepted, 
through the influence of Lord and Lady 
Rossmore. It is expected now that when 
the young duchess appears in the court 
it will be with as much prestige as was 
accorded the Duchess of Marlborough 4 
few years ago. 

Mr. Zimmerman vibrates between London 
and Kimbolton Castle, and the probabilities 
are that he will settle a handsome dot 
upon the baby.

After that came the wooing of Edna May, 
Gertrude Elliott, Miss Pauline Astor, daugnh- 
ter of W. W. Astor; and finally an en- 


-gagement to Miss Joan Wilson. 


Miss Wilson was an English beauty of 
the famous Tranby Croft family of Wil- 
sons. The match was broken off because 
the Wilsons were not prepared to furnish 
e large dowry, and thé dowager duchess 
declared that Duke ‘‘Kim’s’’ allowance was 
just sixteen shillings a week. 

In despair the duke then rushed off to 
Paris, and began an ardent courtship of 
the dazzling but somewhat passe Cleo de 
Merode, the dancer. He opened an account 
with a jeweler and bought $3000 worth of 
jewelry which Cleo graciously accepted. 


She coyly promised fb marry him, and 


when the news became known at thé 
British embassy some one sent word to the 
duke’s mother and grandmother. Jhey pro- 
ceeded post haste to Paris and took the 
duke by force away from the object of his 
affections. 

Cleo de Merode protested fhat she was 
heart-broken, although afterward she said 
that she had “only considered the duke’s 
proposal a complimentary one, such as she 
had had from the king of the Belgians.’’ 

By this time the duke’s finances had 
reached the last stage of a down grade: 
He confided to his chums that he would 
have to ‘“‘marry an heiress now or throw 
up the sponge.”’

About that time Portia Knight, a London 
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actress, sued the duke for breach of prom- 
ise, and as a climax he was declared bank- 
rupt and barred from Parliament.

of Devonshire, has smoothed over these 
difficulties, and that from now on it will 
be plain sailing with the young duke atid 
duchess. 

As Miss Helen Zimmerman the young 
. Duchess. of Manchester displayed a firm- 
ness of character and an independence of 
judgment that‘augur well for the future 
career of the couple. 

Her education was acquired chiefly at a 
eenvent in Autell, France, where she was 
an especial favorite with the sisters. She 
was extremely devout, almost ascetic. 

She was an excellent student and re- 
ceived a thorough grounding: in literature, 
history and modern languages. Then she 
went to-England under the chaperonage 
of her mother’s sister,: Miss Evans, and 
was introduced into the smartest set in 
London. 

She was well liked by the Duchess of 
Marlborough, whose influence is, of course, 
of paramount value in social circles.

| Once fa in 1200 Years Venus, Rene and -Saturn Are» 
in Conjunction as You: May See 


Them This Week. 


N astrenomical event occurring but 
once every 1200 years may be seen in 
the southwest heavens on the nights 

of tomorrow and Tuesday, when Venus, 
Jupiter and Saturn, the three brightest 
Planets, will appear in conjunction for two 
hours and a half after sunset. 

Three three planets last appeared in con- 
junction more than 300 years before Wil- 
liam the Conqueror invaded England, and 
the conjunction the present month will be 
but the second In the Christian Era.

aky tomorrow night and Tuesday night is 
an event of sufficient infrequency to tempt 
all men to see it. For when next it comes 
we will have been a long time dead. 


By CHARLES BORGMEYER, S. 
J., Professor of Astronomy at St. 
Louis University. 


HE appearance of the three brightest 
planets in conjunction will be an event 
of enough importance to interest ev- 
eryone, and everyone may see it, whether 
or not they know anything of astronomy. 
The planets will appear in the southwest, 
| very close to the horizon. The brightest of 
'the three will be Venus, which will be 
| visible to the naked eye for two hours be- 
fore sunset. When darkness comes on 
Venus will be easily distinguished, for it 
will be close upon the southwest horizon 
and will be the brighest estar in «ight. 
The next brightest of the three planets 


will be Jupiter. Jupiter will be 
Venus. Venus is traveling east, and on 
Sunday’ night will pass Jupiter. Whether 
Jupfter will be directly above Venus or 
to the right or left just at the hour. when 
they will be visible, I cannot say without 
making an investigation in the observa- 
tory. The fact that Venus overtakes Jupi- 
ter on this night and appears east of 
Jupiter the next night makes it difficult to 
foretell the relative positions of the two 
planets, for Venus is traveling eastward 
much faster than Jupiter and will pass 
rapidly. 

Saturn on Monday night will be about one 
Gegree east of Jupiter. It will be the dim- 
mest star of the three, and may not be 
seen without looking for it with care. 
Venus will be below it some three degrees, 
and during the night will pass it. Whether 
Saturn will still be east of Venus at the 
hour they will be visible, I cannot fore- 
tel] either, the difficulty of determining this 
being the same in this case as in the case 
of Venus and Jupiter. 

Of the three planets, Venus will be the 
nearest to us—74,000,000 miles. It is because 
of this proportionate nearness that she is 
the brightest planet, for she is but one- 
eleventh the size of Jupiter, the next 
brightest of the trio to appear in conjuno- 
tion. Jupiter will be distant 640,000,000 miles. 
Finally, Saturn i¢ as far beyond Jupiter 
as Jupiter is beyond Venus, his distance 
from us being about 1,000,000,000 miles. 

Many features of this conjunction ¢com- 
bine to make it rare. Jupiter revolves 
around the sun in 12 years, and Saturn in 
80. Twglve years from this time Jupiter 
may be found in the same part of the sky, 
but Saturn will have gone nearly half way

round and will still be ahead of Jupiter. 
It will take Jupiter 20 years to overtake 
Saturn again, in which time he will have 
one and two-thirds revolutions against Sat- 
urn's two-thirds. So it will. not be-until 
1921 that Jupiter and Saturn may be seen 
in conjunction again. 

But Jupiter and Saturn, when closest, 
may be in any part of the zodiac. Now, 
since Venus never goes more than about 


4 degrees from the sun, if they are more 
than that distance from him they cannot 
be near Venus. If they are to be visible 
in the evening they must be east of the 
sun and at least 15 degrees from him. 
This narrows down the region within which 
a conjunction like the present one is pos- 
sible to about 80 degrees, or about one- 
twelfth of the whole circumference. It fol- 
lows that, on the average, one .conjunc- 


tion of Jupiter and Saturn out of 12 will 
be such that an event like the present may 
possibly happen. But when such a con- 
junction appears, Venus may not be in such 
a part of her orbit that she actually does 
come into conjunction with the others. 
There is only one chance in five or six that 
she will be. Therefore, on the average, 
only one out of 6 or 70 conjunctions of 
Jupiter and Saturn will be marked by the 


presence of Venus also. Twelve hundred 
years is an approximation of the period be- 
tween. such conjunctions. As a matter ba 
fact they are very variable.’ 

The best time to see these planets in 
conjunction is right after dark. The ear- 
lier one goes out to see them the better, for 
they will be setting behind the southwest 
horizon, and will’ disappear within two 
hours or so after sunset. When we deduct

The World’s Fair idea did not originate 
with me, nor do I believe that Governor 
Francis. was among its first advocates. 
With many others at that time I favored 
some other form of observance. 

It was during the early part of ‘95 that 
the idea of a celebration came to my mind. 
It occurred to me one day how near we 
were to the first centennial of the historic 
purchase. That suggested a celebration. 
What form this was to take I had no defi- 
nite suggestion to make, at that time. I 
spoke to several business men concerning 
it, and it met favor. The time was too far 
off, however, to arouse any enthusiasm. 

I let the matter rest, but the importance 
of a fitting observance and the determina- 
tion to do what I could to bring it about 
did not leave my mind. 

The excitement of war prevented any ac- 
tion In the first half of 1898, but tn July 
I again talked celebration. 

I was the president of the Missouri His- 
torical Soclety. At a meeting in August, 
that year, I suggested it, and the idea 
received its first formal discussion. 

It was popular. The first difficulty came in 
fixing the character of the celebration. 
There were so many different ideas that at 
one time I despaired of us getting to- 
gether. 

1 favored the establishment of a historical 
park somewhere between Fourth stfeet and 
the Levee. My plan would have involved the 
removal of all buildings from several blocks 
and replacing them with an attractive park, 
arranged to show various historical events 
connected with the Louisiana Purchase. 

Every man had his plan and, thinking it 
the best, stuck to it. Finally popular senti- 
ment made the decision.
